“We've deliberately loaded up 
our composition classes with our

“Our effort is part of a 
nationwide attempt to ensure that 
college graduates speak and write 
well.

At 9,000 feet Davis es- 
timates 35 percent more solar energy is available 
than at sea level. This means the solar collectors 
could receive aimost three times the amount of 
energy a! 9,000 feet as the same collectors would at e 
sea level, “Even during astorm, the silicone is reach- 
ing 85 degrees. I'll bet you Vern is going to be so 
pleased, McSwain said w'th enthusiasm. Sprock’s 
response was less than assured.

better than glass 

Liquid silicone is used for heat transfer from the 
solar panels to the heat exchanger It is one of the 





least toxic and most inert substances in the world 
“We chose liquid silicone because it will not 
freeze until minus 85 degrees,” said McSwain “And 
the collector plates are designed so that the silicone 
travels in a serpentine pattern across the plates That 
eliminates hot spots that could warp the plate 
From the plates the silicone is pumped to the heat 
exchanger where the heat is transferred to an in 
sulated 2,000 gallon storage tank From there it is

Before we built the Ranchouse there had not 
been any solar or wind studies that we know of," said 
Sprock Sprock took the system aimost completely 
on faith. The only gauge he used to determine if the 
system would work or not was his own knowledge of 
the mountain that has accommodated Sierra Ski 
Ranch for more than 20 years
